Dobson Traces Growth

highways, parkways, ports and 
waterways. About 1939, he added, 
the officers became aware of a 
changing situation and he 1 told of 
the industrial dinner conference 
held on April 15, 1941, which failed 
of Its purpose, and said it was not 
until three years later that a sec¬ 
ond attempt was made »to educate • 
the people to the possibilities of 
bringing about the industrial de¬ 
velopment of Nassau and Suffolk 
Counties. 

“Industrial employment In Long 
Island’s four counties is basic tr 
•their prosperity,” Mr. Dobson con¬ 
tinued. “From industrial activity 
springs all commercial enterprise— g 
Wholesaling, distribution, ‘retailing 1 
ana professional services,* and an H 
immense volume of buying Income, f 
'Long Island is a great economic 
unit and you cannot break employ¬ 
ment or volume of business down 
into mere political units. Ther e is 
a vast exchange of employment, j 
• commerce and trade not only be- I 
tween each of the four Long Island J 
Counties, but also between these I 
four Counties and Manhattan. An- I 
other evidence of this is the fact I 
that up to 1939 the large volume of 
commuters by rail, bus and private 
automobile moved from east to west 
and since there has been a growing 
volume of commuter traffic on all 
lines of transportation from west to 
east.

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At Danville, the anti-trust lawyers made all of the charges which 
'they, are again making against A&P today. They were substantially 
the same charges they had made and dropped at Dallas, Texas, 
after four, federal judges had objected to some of them as. 
“inflammatory.” 

In his decision Judge Lindley was critical of some of our 
activities. He threw some of the charges out of court. He did 
not make any decision on others. 

He even took Occasion to praise A&P for the efficient job of 
food distribution it had done. 

Judge Lindley said: 

“To buy, sell and distribute to a substantial portion of 
130,000,000 people, one and three-quarter billion dollars 
worth of food annually at a profit of iy 2 bents on each 
dollar, is an achievement one may well be proud of. 

“No place in the world 1 take it are people so well fed as 
in the United States. Nowhere else, 1 suppose, do food 
distributors accomplish efficient distribution at so low a 
margin of profit. In contrast, we are told fn other ncrtions 
the problem is not one of an adequate diet but one of 
no diet at all.” 

But Judge Lindley did find us in violation of the Sherman Act« 
He based his ruling on the dual role played by our fresh fruit 
and vegetable buying subsidiary, the Atlantic Commission 
Company, whereby that organization acted both as buying 
agent for A&P and as selling agent for growers. 

Judge Lindley said: 

“If / assume for the purpose of disposition of this case that 
in general the policy of A&P was to operate within the 
law and attribute to defendants a desire to comply with 
the law,, there still remains the conscious; knowing adop* 

. tion by all defendants of a plan.of action by the Atlantic 

* Commission Company effecting every dep artmen t of A&P 
and every retail store which cannot be squared with the 
intent and purpose of the act ” 

In his letter explaining the decision, Judge Lindley wrote: “l have 
condemned their practices through the Atlantic Commission 
Company.”

Judge Lindley imposed fines totaling. $1 75,000. When his decision 
was upheld by the Circuit Court of Appeals in Chicago, we paid 
. the fines. This ended the case — but we did not stop there. 
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In the light of the decision, we inimediaibely Bet aliout reviewing our . 
activities'to be, sure-that there could never again be any criticism 
of our operations.

First, the Atlantic Commission Company ‘abandoned the dual 
role to which Judge Lindley objected and Which he said was 
the basis of his decision against us. 

We did this even though the Atlantic Commission Company ^ 
had been licensed for many years by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to act as both a buyer and seller, of fresh . 
fruits and vegetables. .

The Atlantic Commission Company now only buys for A&P. In 
other words, we stopped doing the thing which Judge. Lindley 
said put us in violation of the Sherman Act. 

We made additional changes in other methods of operation 
which Judge Lindley had questioned at Danville, even though 
he did not base his decision on them. 

We did even more than this! 

We went down to Washington and asked the anti-trust lawyers 
what else they thought we should do to conform to their new 
interpretation of the vague anti-trust laws. 

The only answer we ever got was that we should break up 
this company! 

Despite their claim that they were not opposed to A&P’s size, 
they insisted that we destroy this size. 

Despite their claiiri. that they were not opposed to our manu¬ 
facturing operations, they insisted that we get rid of our 
factories which produce many of the;fine-foods you buy~r

Despite their claim that they were not opposed to out low 
prices, they insisted that we destroy many of the efficien¬ 
cies that make these low prices possible. 

In other words, they insisted upon the dissolution of A&P. 

We were still trying to find out from the apti-truat lawyers 
what else they thought we should do to conform to the law 
when they filed the current suit to destroy A&P. 


Ever since this suit was filed, the anti-trust lawyers have been 
making damaging statements that could seriously hurt our 
business if they were believed by the public. 

They say that we were found guilty at Danville of all the 
charges they are making today. 

This is not true. Judge' Lindley did not sustcan cil of the 
' charges of the anti-trust lawyer*. ’ { 

They say this suit is designed to enforce the law. 

But A&P has dearly demonstrated its sincere desire to 
abide by the spirit, as well as the letter of the law. 


They say dray aye seeking to “enjoin” A&P from engaging 
in certain “alleged” practices. 

Actually, the whole purpose of this suit is not to “enjoin” 
as, but to put us out of business. 

They say that this suit for dissolution is based on the decision 
handed down by Judge Lindley in Danville. 

But Judge Lindley has scad of his decision: “I have not 
made a finding which coaid be the basis for a suit of dis¬ 
solution”
